On Friday, April 26, 2013, at approximately 9:35 a.m. a fuel tanker laden with gasoline and
diesel fuel overturned on State Route 38 (SR 38) below Angelus Oaks. An estimated 4,000
gallons of fuel was spilled onto the roadway and the surrounding area.

SR 38 will reopen by 10:00 p.m. this evening, Monday, April 29, 2013.

Additional excavation and work will take place in the coming days by United State Forest
Service (USFS) and California Fish and Wildlife to clean the remainder of the hazardous fuel
spill. Traffic control will take place during this endeavor. Once the schedule of work is secured
by USFS, the information will be released.
